Anyone meeting him today never would know he once 
was a soldier in the New York Mafia. e Federal authorities erased Gioia’s criminal his- 
tory in exchange for his cooperation and testimony against more than 70 mobsters. He 
walked out of prison in 1999 with a new identity and into a new life as an Arizona 
businessman. ¢ That identity, from the Federal Witness Protection Program, helped 
him morph from a mobster into a real-estate developer and restaurateur, an Arizona 
Republic investigation shows. He became head of a chain of restaurants called Toby 
Keith’s I Love This Bar and Grill. e His success was short-lived, overshadowed by alle-

Fontes aims 
F-bomb at 
voter, insults 
his mother 


Tirade came in response 
to questions, criticism

When a Goodyear voter complained 
on Facebook that his Nov. 7 ballot was 
confusing, Maricopa County Recorder 
Adrian Fontes insulted him, attacked 
the voter’s mother and told him to “go 
F- yourself.” 

The social-media tirade comes as 
Fontes, the only Democrat to run Mar- 
icopa County elections in recorded 
history, is under a microscope. He beat 
a longtime GOP elections chief in 2016 
with promises of better representation 
and communication with voters and 
has faced suspicion from Republican 
officials and voters. 

Tuesday’s local election is a litmus 
test for Fontes. About half of the coun- 
ty’s 2.1million registered voters are eli- 
gible to vote on local issues ranging 
from bonds in Surprise and Gila Bend 
to bonds and overrides in school dis- 
tricts such as Phoenix Union, Tempe 
Union, Roosevelt Elementary, Buckeye 
Elementary and Chandler Unified. 

Fontes has made significant 
changes to this year’s election system 
by sending all voters a mail-in ballot 
and replacing 724 small polling places 
with 27 large ballot centers, which any
